To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  and  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1947. 

During  this  period  additional  clinics  have  been  introduced  at  the 
Health  Centre.  These  include  two  additional  weekly  Child  Welfare  Sessions 
and  a  weekly  Orthopaedic  Session.  A  full  time  Dental  Surgeon  attends  five 
days  a  week  in  place  of  Mr.  Dewar  who  in  the  past  has  rendered  most  useful 
service. 

Re-protection  against  Diphtheria  of  children  entering  school  for 
the  first  time  was  undertaken.  This  measure  is  designed  to  confer  increased 
immunity  at  a  period  when  children  become  suddenly  exposed  to  an  increased 
risk  of  infection. 

Anti  Whooping  Cough  inoculation  is  undertaken  when  parents  demand 
it.  As  the  Medical  profession  is  not  unanimous  about  the  efficacy  of  this 
measure  no  attempts  are  being  made  to  persuade  parents  to  adopt  the 
measure  as  a  routine  procedure. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  I  record  that  the  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Death  Rate  has  declined  to  0.57  per  1,000.  For  this  Borough  this 
is  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  and  it  compares  very  favourably  with 
similar  neighbouring  densely  populated  industrial  areas. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  an  increase  from  22.79  for  1946  to  24.62.  The 
Death  Rate  shows  a  fall  from  11.9  for  1946  to  11.7.  The  population 
increased  from  46,410  to  46,980 — an  increase  of  570. 

No  Maternal  Deaths  were  recorded. 

The  most  significant  index  of  the  trend  of  the  Health  Services  in  our 
area  is  its  Infantile  Mortality  Rate.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  a  gratifying 
improvement  from  62.3  in  1946  to  52.7  has  been  observed.  This  is  the 
second  best  figure  ever  recorded — the  rate  for  1940  being  52.1. 

I  will  now  draw  your  attention  to  the  natural  tendency  for  the  popu¬ 
lation  of  the  Borough  to  increase  at  the  rate  of  approximately  500/600  per 
annum.  The  problem  set  has  a  vital  bearing  on  the  housing  situation  in 
the  town.  The  area  of  land  available  for  building  purposes  is  strictly 
limited  and  several  prospective  sites  are  rendered  unsuitable  on  account  of 
mining  interests.  In  order  to  utilise  to  the  best  advantage  the  sites  that 
can  be  developed,  the  Council  may  be  persuaded  to  erect  houses  in  flats. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  from  the  Public  Health  point  of  view  this  remains 
the  outstanding  social  problem  in  Wallsend.  Its  implications  and  rami¬ 
fications  are  wide  and  it  is  undoubtedly  closely  linked  up  with  much 
domestic  disharmony,  marriage  casualties  and  ill-health. 

The  number  of  families  rehoused  in  1947  was  173.  Of  these  40  con¬ 
tained  tuberculous  members,  60  were  young  couples  accommodated  with 
parents  and  73  were  overcrowded.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Wallsend 
Council  is  cognisant  of  the  needs  of  young  people  and  the  need  to  reduce 
the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis.  To  satisfy  the  housing  needs  in  the  Borough 
it  is  estimated  that  460  houses  will  be  needed  per  annum  over  a  period  of 
5  years. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  under  Mr.  Black,  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily.  However,  on  account 
of  the  resignation  of  one  of  his  Inspectors  more  work  has  been  thrown  on 
to  the  existing  staff. 

The  untiring  efforts  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary 
and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committees  are  highly  appreciated  and  I 
will  here,  in  conclusion,  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Members  of  the  Staff  in  the  Health  Department  and  at  the  Health  Centre 
for  their  keen  interest  and  loyal  support  in  carrying  out  their  duties.

Social  Conditions. — The  Municipal  Borough  of  Wallsend  with 
an  area  of  3,543.933  acres  and  a  river  frontage  of  2.1  miles  on  the 
north  bank  of  the  River  Tyne,  is  situated  between  the  City  and 
County  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  on  the  west  and  the  County 
Borough  of  Tynemouth  on  the  east  in  both  of  which  directions  it 
is  already  built  up  so  that  all  future  housing  or  industrial  develop¬ 
ments  can  only  be  established  northwards. 

The  area  is  almost  entirely  an  industrial  one,  the  chief 
industries  being  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  marine  and  general 
engineering,  rope  making,  as  well  as  coal  mining  and  coal  export. 

The  larger  firms  operate  welfare  schemes  and  provide  canteen 
and  recreation  facilities  for  their  employees  besides  which  the 
local  Colliery  Welfare  Scheme  has  established  pit -head  baths. 

With  the  exception  of  a  large  rope  works  in  the  area  mostly 
employing  unmarried  female  workers,  it  has  not  been  the  local 
custom  to  employ  female  workers  industrially. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  further  diminution  of  female 
labour  in  the  heavy  industries.

BIRTHS. 

Births — During  1947  there  were  1,157  live  births  and  a  birth 
rate  of  24.62  per  1,000  population  compared  with  1,058  births  and 
a  rate  of  22.79  for  the  preceding  year.  Of  the  total  births  571  were 
males  and  586  females.  These  figures  regarding  births  are  the 
Registrar  General's  corrected  number  for  'Tnward  "and  “Outward" 
transfer  births. 


There  were  43  illegitimate  births  (26  male  and  17  female),  or 
3.7  per  cent,  of  the  total  live  births.

Public  Health  Staff. — During  the  year,  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  was  as  in  the  detailed  list  on  Page  7. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

(1)  Bacteriological  examination  of  milk  and  foodstuffs, 
etc.,  also  bacteriological  specimens  from  practitioners,  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  and  the  Public  Health  Department  are  examined 
and  reported  on  by  the  Laboratory  of  the  Northumberland  County 
Council  at  Newburn  -on-Tyne. 

(2)  Foodstuffs  and  water  are  sent  for  chemical  examination 
to  J.  &  H.  S.  Pattinson,  Public  Analysts,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

(1)  Free  ambulance  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Local 
Authority  through  the  Transport  Department  of  the  Corporation 
from  the  Central  Depot,  Portugal  Place,  Tel.  No.  63728,  where 
a  night  and  day  service  with  three  motor  ambulances  and  per¬ 
sonnel  is  maintained  for  the  transport  of  accident  and  other  cases 
to  and  from  hospital. 

During  the  year  there  were  5,198  ambulance  cases  including 
188  accident  cases — an  average  of  over  14  per  day. 

(2)  The  Earsdon  Joint  Hospital  Board  provide  motor 
ambulances  for  removal  of  infectious  cases  to  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospitals  serving  their  combined  areas. 

(3)  In  addition  to  the  above,  several  industries  in  the  area 
maintain  their  own  ambulance  service,  whilst  also  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Association  provide  an  ambulance  at  Willington 
Quay  to  serve  the  east.

There  are  two  voluntary  nursing  associations  in  the  Borough, 
the  Wallsend  and  the  Willington  Quay  Nursing  Associations 
respectively,  each  of  which  maintains  a  staff  of  visiting  nurses. 

(2)  For  Infectious  Cases. 

The  Health  Visitors  of  the  local  Authority  where  necessary 
visit  and  advise  in  the  nursing  and  treatment  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

(3)  Tuberculosis. 

The  authority  for  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  is  the  Northumber¬ 
land  County  Council  whose  medical  and  nursing  tuberculosis 
staff  keep  in  touch  with  notified  cases  at  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
or  at  their  homes,  also  all  notified  cases  are  visited  by  the  Local 
Authority’s  Health  Visitors,  and  a  card  detailing  the  conditions 
and  home  circumstances  is  completed  in  each  case,  further  a 
liason  is  maintained  regarding  cases  between  the  local  Health 
Department  and  the  County  Council’s  Tuberculosis  staff. 

(4)  Midwives. 

The  Northumberland  County  Council  are  the  Supervising 
Authority  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  and  have  five  paid 
Midwives  serving  in  the  Borough,  also  the  Willington  Quay  Nursing 
Association  provide  midwives  for  the  eastern  portion  of  the  Borough. 
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{d)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  New  Health  Centre,  The  Green,  which  was  officially 
opened  on  December  21st,  1940,  affords  model  School  Clinic  and 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  facilities.

Infantile  Mortality. — The  Registrar  General’s  return  records 
61  deaths  among  infants  under  one  year,  during  1947,  which,  with 
1,157  births  shews  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  52.7  per  1,000 
births  compared  with  62.3  in  1946. 

Of  the  61  deaths,  36  occurred  among  males  and  25  among 
females,  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  63.0  and  42.6  per  1,000  male 
and  female  births  respectively. 

There  were  5  deaths  of  illegitimate  children. 

Neo-natal  deaths  or  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  of 
life  numbered  34,  or  a  neo-natal  infant  death  rate  of  29.4  per  1,000 
births.  Further,  of  the  34  infants  who  died  in  the  first  month  of 
life,  26  died  in  the  first  week.

Whilst  it  is  pleasing  to  record  a  local  birth  rate  for  the  year  in 

excess  of  that  for  the  smaller  towns  of  25,000  to  50,000  inhabitants 
as  well  as  that  for  the  country  generally  on  the  other  hand  it  is 
somewhat  disappointing  to  note  that  the  local  infantile  mortality 
rate  still  remains  in  excess  of  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 
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although  it  is  somewhat  gratifying  that  there  is  an  appreciable 
decrease  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  from  62  to  53.  Further  of  the 
61  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year,  that  34  died  in  the  first  month 
and  26  actually  died  in  the  first  week  of  existence  indicates  increased 
effort  and  vigilance  in  the  pre-natal  care,  nourishment,  and  welfare 
of  expectant  mothers.

DRIED  MILK  AND  OTHER  FOOD  STUFFS. 

In  addition  to  20.4  tons  of  dried  milk  of  several  proprietary 
brands  sold  at  cost  price  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  22.07  tons  in  the  preceding 
year,  there  was  also  retailed  at  cost  price  other  supplementary 
foodstuffs. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

The  Northumberland  County  Council  who  are  the  supervising 
Authority  under  the  Midwives  Acts  provide  a  domiciliary  mid¬ 
wifery  service  for  the  area,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  midwives  under 
the  Central  Midwives  Board  regulations  to  seek  medical  assistance 
at  the  cost  of  the  Supervising  Authority  for  abnormalties  or 
difficulties  during  confinement,  and  for  mothers  and  infants  during 
the  puerperium. 

Besides  the  above,  the  Local  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Authority  affords  medical  practitioners  specialist  consultation 
and  assistance  for  any  ante,  intra  or  post  natal  abnormal  condition 
of  mother  or  infant  up  to  the  end  of  the  puerperium,  in  addition 
to  which,  on  application,  a  maternity  outfit  is  afforded  to  expectant 
mothers  in  the  Borough,  for  whom  also  a  free  ante  and  post  natal 
medical  supervision  is  provided  by  a  panel  of  local  general  medical 
practitioners,  who  are  paid  a  capitation  fee  in  respect  of  each  case, 
and  choice  of  doctor  is  exercised  by  the  expectant  mother  herself. 

Maternity  hospital  provision  for  the  area  is  provided  by  the 
Wallsend  Maternity  Hospital,  a  voluntary  institution  with  14 
beds,  and  the  Willington  Quay  Maternity  Hospital  with  15  beds, 
whilst  also  maternity  cases  from  Wallsend  are  admitted  to  the 
County  Council  Maternity  Hospital  at  Dilston  Hall  and  the  Local 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority  pay  to  these  Hospitals 
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the  costs  incurred  in  respect  of  all  necessitous  maternity  cases 
admitted  from  the  Borough,  in  addition  to  which  the  Princess 
Mary  Maternity  Hospital  also  admit  maternity  cases  from  Wallsend 
in  respect  of  which  cases  being  necessitous  the  Local  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Authority  pay  to  the  Hospital  £350.  per  annum 
for  such  services.

UNMARRIED  MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INEANTS 
AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

The  Newcastle  Diocesan  Association  for  Rescue  have  a 
Wallsend  Branch  and  shelter  at  66  Park  Road  in  charge  of  Miss 
W.  Skinner,  and  afford  valuable  assistance  in  the  protection  and 
welfare  of  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless 
children.  Besides  assisting  in  securing  affiliation  orders,  and 
situations  for  mothers,  the  Association  also  assists  in  securing 
admission  to  maternity  homes  and  homes  for  infants. 
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During  the  year  1947  the  following  cases  were  assisted  : —

Small-pox,  cholera,  diphtheria,  membranous  croup,  erysipelas, 
acute  poliomyelitis,  cerebro  spinal  meningitis,  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  puerperal  pyrexia,  disease  known  as  scarlatina,  or 
scarlet  fever,  acute  polio-encephalitis,  encephalitis  lethargical 
tuberculosis  (all  forms),  acute  primary  pneumonia,  acute  influenza, 
pneumonia  (Malaria,  dysentery),  and  the  fevers  known  by  any 
of  the  following  names : — typhus,  typhoid,  enteric,  relapsing, 
continued  or  puerperal. 

Measles  and  whooping  cough  were  made  notifiable  by  regulation 
in  October,  1939. 

Prevalence. — During  the  year  1947,  there  were  417  cases  of 
infectious  disease  notified  as  compared  with  829  in  1946.

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POLIOMYELITIS. 

The  outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis  affected  the  country  as  a  whole, 
and  two  children  died  as  a  result  of  this  disease  during  the  year. 

Certain  measures  were  enforced  and  these  included  : — 

(1)  Cancellation  of  the  operation  Tonsillectomy  and  Aden- 
oidectomy. 

(2)  Investigation  of  the  house  conditions  with  exclusion  from 
school  of  school  children,  and  exclusion  from  work  of 
people  handling  food  or  young  children. 

(3)  Routine  disinfection  of  houses. 

Wallsend  can  be  considered  as  an  area  which  weathered  the 
epidemic  favourably.

Opportunity  is  now  given  to  parents  to  have  their  children 
inoculated  against  whooping  cough  which  is  one  of  the  most  distress- 
ing  diseases  in  the  district.  The  response  has  been  gratifying. 
It  will  also  be  noted  that  a  substantial  reduction  of  cases  from 
102  in  1946  to  85  in  1947  has  taken  place.

Circular  No.  2727  of  the  8th  January,  1943  and  Circular  No.  2805 

dated  15th  April,  1943. 

During  the  year  posters  have  again  been  distributed  and 
displayed  throughout  the  Borough. 

The  clinics  at  which  effective  treatment  can  be  obtained  is 
prominently  displayed  on  the  poster. 

SCABIES. 

The  incidence  of  scabies  remains  much  the  same  in  the 
immediate  post  war  period  and  continues  to  demand  energetic 
measures  to  curtail  its  incidence  and  afford  treatment,  facilities 
for  which  when  the  treatment  centre  at  the  Richardson  Dees 
School  A.R.P.  First  Aid  Post  was  disbanded,  was  established  at 
the  Old  School  Clinic  premises.  Vine  Street,  part  of  which  were 
j-econstructed  for  the  purpose  and  a  female  employed  to  undertake 
treatment  sessions  as  required. 
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Attempts  are  being  made  to  treat  the  entire  family  when  a 
single  case  is  discovered,  by  this  means  carriers  are  eliminated. 

During  the  year  87  cases  were  treated  under  the  direction 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

An  Abatement  Nuisance  was  served  on  the  occupier  of  the 
factory  in  pursuance  of  Section  93,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to 
abate  a  nuisance  arising  from  effluvia  caused  by  the  trade,  business 
and  premises  of  dry  cleaning,  being  prejudicial  to  the  health  of,  or 
a  nuisance  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood  and  to  the 
said  effluvia  percolating  into  a  dwelling  house  which  was  situated 
above  the  factory. 

The  Notice  was  not  complied  with  within  the  time  specified 
and  proceedings  were  taken  in  pursuance  of  Section  94,  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  to  obtain  a  Nuisance  Order. 

The  Corporation  made  an  application  to  the  Wallsend 
Magistrates  Court  for  a  Nuisance  Order  in  pursuance  of  Section  94 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the  Order  was  made. 

The  occupier  of  the  factory  ceased  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  dry  cleaning  from  the  premises,  and  obtained  a  more  suitable 
building  for  his  factory.

PUBLIC  BATHS. 

The  Corporation  provide  a  public  swimming  bath  available 
for  the  public  froij^  April  to  October,  during  which  time  it  is  largely 
attended  by  swimmers  of  both  sexes  with  special  sessions  for  male, 
female,  and  mixed  bathers.  The  water  is  heated  and  maintained 
at  a  temperature  of  74-76  dgs.  Fah.,  and  a  continuous  aeration 
filtration  and  chlorination  is  maintained,  so  that  there  is  a  com¬ 
plete  change  over  of  the  water  every  eight  hours.  The  bath 
water  is  tested  thrice  daily  and  chlorine  regulated  to  maintain 
the  standard  of  sterilization. 

Royles  special  chlorine  apparatus  is  installed  and  chlorine 
is  maintained  at  a  standard  of  0.2  to  0.5  parts  per  million  of  the 
water  which  is  the  sterilization  standard  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

SCHOOLS. 

No  infectious  disease  became  epidemic  during  the  year,  hence 
it  was  not  necessary  to  adopt  closure  of  any  school  or  department 
to  prevent  spread  of  infection. 

Contacts  from  infected  homes  are  excluded  from  school  for 
the  incubation  period  and  not  re-admitted  till  medically  examined 
and  certified  fit  for  school. 

During  school  holidays  the  Elementary  Schools  are  disinfected, 
as  well  as  particular  schools,  class  rooms,  or  departments  when 
infectious  diseases  occur  amongst  the  scholars. 
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DISINFECTION. 

In  every  case  of  infectious  disease  disinfection  of  the  premises 
is  carried  out.  Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  is  removed  in  a 
motor  van  for  disinfection  to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  Town  Hall, 
Wallsend,  where  a  Velox  Steam  Disinfector  is  installed.

THE  ICE  CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT,  ETC.), 

REGULATIONS  1947.  2nd  APRIL,  1947. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  69/47  dated  the  10th  April, 
1947,  enclosing  the  above  Regulations,  was  considered  by  the 
Sanitary  Committee  at  their  meeting  held  on  April  22nd,  1947. 

The  Committee  expressed  concern  regarding  the  absence  in 
the  Regulations  of  a  prescribed  bacteriological  standard  of  clean¬ 
liness  for  Ice  Cream,  and  recommended  that  the  proposed  Con¬ 
ference  of  neighbouring  Local  Authorities,  which  had  not  been 
held  pending  receipt  of  the  new  Regulations,  be  convened  as  early 
as  possible. 

The  Conference  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  Wallsend,  on  the 
21st  November,  1947,  when  representatives  and  officials  of  15 
neighbouring  Local  Authorities  attended. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion  from  the  delegates  the  following 
resolution  was  passed  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  : — 

“At  a  Conference  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  Wallsend,  on  the 
21st  November,  1947,  of  representatives  from  the  following 
Local  Authorities  : — - 

Newcastle  upon  Tyne  ;  Gateshead  ;  South  Shields  ;  Tyne¬ 
mouth  ;  Wallsend  ;  Blyth  ;  Jarrow  ;  Blaydon  ;  Felling  ; 
Gosforth  ;  Hebburn  ;  Longbenton  ;  Seaton  Valley  ;  New- 
burn  ;  Whitley  Bay. 

the  unanimous  opinion  was  expressed  that  the  present  law 
relating  to  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice  Cream  is  inadequate 
and  recommend  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  be  requested 
to  take  into  consideration  the  following  amendments  to  the 
present  legislation  regarding  Ice  Cream  : — 

(1)  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  which  deals 
with  the  registration  of  premises  used  for  the  sale  or 
manufacture  of  Ice  Cream  or  for  the  storage  of  Ice  Cream 
intended  for  sale  be  amended  in  order  that  this  regulation 
shall  apply  to  all  premises  which  are  now  exempted  from 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
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(2)  The  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream  from  street 
vehicles,  barrows  or  stalls  except  where  the  commodity/ 
is  pre-wrapped  on  licensed  premises. 

(3)  The  Licensing  of  persons  selling  Ice  Cream  by  the  local 
authority  of  the  area  in  which  the  sale  takes  place. 

(4)  The  registration  by  the  local  authority  not  only  of  premises 
in  which  Ice  cream  is  manufactured,  but  also  the 
registration  of  all  persons  engaged  in  the  manufacture, 
storage  or  retailing  of  the  commodity. 

(5)  The  Ministry  be  urged  to  fix  a  legal  bacteriological  standard 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  1st  May,  1948. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  forwarded  a  letter  dated  the  6th 
December,  1947,  acknowledging  receipt  of  the  resolution  passed 
at  the  Conference  and  stated  it  would  receive  consideration  and 
further  measures  applied  if  they  appeared  desirable  and  practicable. 
A  copy  of  the  letter  was  sent  to  all  the  Local  Authorities  represented 
at  the  Conference.

FOOD  POISONING. 

On  the  16th  May,  1947,  4  cases  of  suspected  Food  Poisoning 
were  reported  to  the  Health  Department  by  local  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioners. 

All  the  patients  had  partaken  of  a  quantity  of  Liver  Roll. 
The  common  symptoms  in  each  case  were  vomiting,  diarrhoea  and 
abdominal  pains.  Other  symptoms  were  giddiness,  cramp  in  the 
stomach  and  faintness.  In  all  the  cases  the  illness  was  of  short 
duration — from  2  to  5  hours. 

Specimens  of  the  faeces  and  vomitus  from  two  of  the  patients 
>vere  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  but  no  organisms  of  the 
enteric-dysentery-salmonella,  groups  were  found. 
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We  were  unable  to  get  a  specimen  of  the  Liver  Roll  but  in 
course  of  our  investigations  it  was  found  that  similar  outbreaks 
had  occurred  in  adjoining  areas  and  in  a  specimen  of  the  Liver 
Roll  which  had  been  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination  a 
strain  of  staphylococcus  aureus  (coagulase  positive)  had  been 
^solated. 

8  further  cases  were  notified  and  6  additional  cases  were  dis¬ 
covered  in  the  course  of  investigations. 

In  connection  with  the  outbreak  a  total  of  18  cases  occurred 
and  all  the  patients  recovered.
